MUI TSAI PROBLEM. - 


That the Hongkony Society for 
the Protection of Children neither 
knows nor cares what motive 
prompted the Home Government in 
suggesting its .formation, war 
definitely affirmed by Mr. T: M. 
Hazlerlgg, the new Sorcretary. 
when apenking. at the annual 
mecting of the Society, held under 
the presidency of Sir .Shouson 
Chow, in the City Hall yeaterdny. 

Sir Shouson Chow in hia ad- 
dress referred to the progress of 
the Society during its first year, 
and spoko of the satisfactory 
financial position which it enjoy- 
ed. 

Supporting him were the Hon. 
Mr. W. E. L. Shenton, Hon. Mr. 
R. H. Kotewall, Hon. Mr. 8. W. 
Tso, Mr. T. J. Prior (late 
Seerctary), Mr. T. M. Hazlerieg 
and Mr. T. N. Chau. 


The Yenr Reviewed. 


The President In proposing the 
adoption of the Report and 
Balance’ Sheet, snid:—yYou will 
recalleet that the Sorclety war 
formed only at the end of Jast 
January. and when you review 
the work which has been done 
during the period covered by the 
Report T would ask you. to bear 
fn mind that the Society was an 
entirely new Socicty and that we 
have to Iearn to wnlk before we 
enn run. 

At the Constituent Meeting the 
founders adopted a constitution 
which defined in general terma 
the Aims and Objects’ of the 
Society: these you will find print- 
ed on the Inst page of the report. 
The methods of achieving those 
aims were not laid down. The 
first tasks of the Executive Com- 
mittee were therefore ta decide 
hy which the atma 
of the Society would best be 
achieved. and to collect the funds 
necessary for carrying out the 
work. 

An appeal for support was 
made to a verv limited number 
cf persons, and 80 veneraur was 
the response that by the end .of 
March over $15.000 had been 
contribuled, Io mievht sav that 
tracticelly every person appealed 
te contributed to the Societv— 
which seems a’ clenr indication 
that the public Is keenly intereat- 
ed in the welfare of.children. 


Work of Inspector. 


The Executive Committee con- 
sidered # essential that . the 
Society should, as soon as 
possible, have an Inspector who 
could devote the whole of his or 
her time to the investigation of 
ceases, and they thought it-best to 
seek the services of a woman who 
had experfence of child welfare 
matters. Some difficulty was ex- 
periencéd in finding the right 
type of person, but in August the 
Committee secured the service of 
Miss Seto Wai-sheung, who 
possesses excellent qualifications, 
and whose work has beon most 
satisfactory. The number of 
cases is increasing each month’ 
and {3 likely to continue to in- 
crease as the work of the Society 
becomes better known. Up to 
Christmas the total number wag 
39. The work of investigation is 
cumulative, as old cases have to 
be kept under supervision. It 
seems highly probnble that by 
next summer we shall require a 
sevond Inapector. . 


Juvenile Offenders. 


The second clause of our Con- 
stitution requires us to advocate 
and promote any amendment of 
any law which may be considered 
desirable fer the protection of 
children or in their  isteresty, 
The Report tells you what the 
Society has already done in con- 
nexion with Juvenile Offenders. 
Our members hove urged in the 
Legislatlve Council the need for 
special ‘treatment of child delin- 
quents, and His Excellency the 
Governor has now appointed a

The Govornment js also taking 
active stops to secure the enrly 
institution of an Industrial Home 
for boys. It is a sound economic 
proposition to take special care 
of the ‘Juvenile Offender. Theo 
child who comes into contact with 
the adult offender {s easily in- 
fluenced by example, and if im- 
prigoned {ends to lose hia fear of 
prison, and may grow up to swell 
the numbers of the criminal ¢lass, 
The figures for the year 1929 show 
that of 985 boys who came before 
the Magistrites, 172 had previous- 
ly appeared in Court. In 1929 no 
fewer than 131 boys and 6 girls 
under 16 years of age were acnt 
to prison. 

Probation System. 


We feel that much expense 

might be saved and much good 
done by binding over many of 
those youthful offenders ‘and ap- 
pointing probation officers who 
would keep them under observa- 
tion, advise them and help them 
to lead honest lives. We believa 
thit by the general ndoption of 
this system of probation much 
expense might be saved in the 
way of gno] accommodation. It 
has, in England, resulted in the 
closing of many gaola. 
. The Society has prepared and 
printed leaficts framed to inform 
the public of the Socicty’s aims, 
and of the things which constitute 
offences against children accord- 
ingt to our Jaws, and through the 
medium of the District Watch 
Committee. and of the Society's 
Inspector, over 2,000 of these 
leaflets have already been dis- 
tributed in the more densely 
populated parts of the town. 


Financial Position. 


Turning to finance. I need only 
say that we started the tenth 
month of our existence with the 
very satisfactory balance of over 
$20,000. The expenses of the 
first nine, months have been very 
small, being. slightly under $1,- 
400. For the enstiing year they 
will necessarily be much higher, 
as there will be a full year's 
salnry for one Inspecter and 
possibly part of a year’s salary 
for another. Also the cost of 
relief work will necessarily - be 
wreater as the number of cases 
increases, és, 

Mr. Prior, one of our joint 
Honorary Secretaries, has ex- 
pressed his desire to resign. The 
work necessarily entails'’ great 
demanda on the Secretary’s time, 
and I wish to express our thanks 
to Mr. Prior for all that he has 
done for the Society during the 
past year. Those who have work. 
ed with him know the keen in- 
terest which he has shown, and 
I personally hope that he will 
continue to help as an active 
member of,the Executive Com- 
mittee. The General Committee 
has asked Mr. Hazlerigg to join 
Mr. T. N. Chau, ns Hon. Seeretary, 
and as it is with you to decide 
whether you will elect him I will 
ask him now to address you and 
also to xecond the adoption of the 
Report and Balance Sheet. 


The Society's Policy. - 


In seconding the adoption of 
the report, Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg 
said:—I should like in the first 
place to associate myself with 
the tribute which our President 
has paid to Mr. Prior for his 
work on behalf -of the Society. 
The duties of an Honorary 
Secretary are onerous and the 
Society owes a great debt to Mr. 
Prior for the able way in which 
he has performed them. 

In the next place, as I am 
offering to take up the duties 
which Mr. Prior is relinquishing, 
I wish to make my position clear. 
Iam a Government servant, but, 
if you elect me to office, I shall 
in-all matters touching the wel- 
fare of children, act solely as an 
officer of the Soc ety,. and shall 
not be in any sense whatsoever 
an instrument of Governntental 
contro] of the Society’s activities. 

There are certain matters touch- 
ing the Soéicty’s policy on which 
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I wish to spoak to you. I have 
heard two suggestions about the 
Society. Ono was that the forma- 
tlon of tho Society was a mero 
“eye-wash” to help the Home 
Government to counter the agita- 
Hon jn England concerning. the 
mut -teat system, As to this, 1 
bolfeve 1 sholl be. voicing the 
unanimous opinion of our mom- 
bers when I say that this Socloty 
nelther knows nor cares what 
motive ‘actunted the Home Gov- 
ernment in suggesting its forma- 
tion. The members of the Socicty, 
at their firet meeting in this hall, 
adopted a, Constitution which 
gives to the 
possible sphera of activity in the 
interests of children. In that 
sphere of activity the Society ia 
moving and will continue to move 
according to its conscience and 
free from aj] Government control. 


“Mut Tsai”: Problem. 


The Socicty is not an “Anti- 
mui tsai Society.” There already 
exists an organisation whose 
activities - are limited to that 
work. In the matter of mui tai, 
the Society has ranged itself on 
the side of the law and has dis- 
trfbuted leaflets in which atten- 
tien 13 called to offences in con- 
nexion with mui tsai.. Further, 
if any ‘case concerning a mut tsai 
is brought to the Society's notice, 
it will champion the cause of that 
mui teat just as it would cham- 
pion the cause of any neglected 
or ill-treated child. . . 

The second suxgestion which I 
have heard in that the Society 
ja unnecessary and: will find 
nothing to do. The Report tells 
you what the Society hns already 
done in the way, of the investiga- 
tion nnd treatment of cases, and 
in the promotion of legislation for 
the better trentment of Juvenile 
Offenders, 


Child Beggars, 
Muay I suggest one or two other 


matters which occur to me as de-| 


manding attention. There is the 
problem of the action to be taken 
as to child beggars. This in a 
different matter and will probably 
necd special Jegistation. There is.the 
problem of the prevalent over- 
crowding in jll-ventilated houses, 
with the inevitable concomitant 
of'a high incidence of tuberculosis 
among children. And out of this 
has arisen the further problem 
of the provision of Sanatoria 
wherg child sufferers can receive 
the requisite institutional treat- 
ment. 

And here is one more problem. 
The report of the Inspector Gon- 
eral of Police for the year 1929 
states that during that.ycar the 
police found in tho streets and 
elsewhere the : bodies of 1,861 
children, which is threo times the 
European population of the Peak 
at the Inst census: what 
a pitiful state of affairs! 

We call for the registration of 
mui tsai so that their lives may be 
observed. In a Colony where the 
bodies of nearly 2.000 children are 
cast on the streets in one year it 
seems almost necessary to ask for 


the registering and keoping_trace |_ 


of tho wherenbouts of every child. 
The statement certainly ind{cates 
a breakdown of our system of the 
registration. of births and deatha. 

I hope that the memberg of this 
Society who sit in the Legislative 
Council of the Colony, will make it 
their business to ask at an early 
date whether the police discovered 
the parents or others responslole 
for the custody of those dend 


children, whether any prosecutions 


were instituted for failure to re- 
gister deaths, and, above -all, 
whether any inquests , were held 
and whether the causes of the 
deaths were discovered. The

THE OLD YEAR AND 
THE NEW. 


, 

Whatever the future may have 
in stcre for us, it Reems more than 
probable that the year 1930, now 
so rapidly drawing to a close, will 
in days to come he looked back on as 
ere of the moat d’sastrous ever ex- 
perienced by the Colony fo far as 
the instabjlity of its currency is 
concerned. Within the past ‘twelve 
months, silver has kept an almost 
uninterrupted downward course, 
until we have lune since come te 
reconrile cur:elvee to new low 
values in the dollar. The itame- 
diate outlook promises no improve- 
ment in this respect, for general 
opinion in banking circles scems to 
be that the dollar will still further 


decline in.the New Year, ‘There is 


no necd to stress the serious conse- 
quences of the slump, both in regard 
to the trade of the Colony and to 
the community's living expenses: we 
all know from painful experience 


what the effects have been and are } 


likely to ‘be unless some circum: 
stance arises to enhance the value 
of silver. The only consolation to 
be derived from the situation Is 
that the graver the position be- 
comes, the more likelihood . will 
there be of action of some kind 
being taken to deal with the crisis. 
Leading economists in Britain and 
the United States have latterly 
striven to show the disastrous ef- 
fecta of the growing disparity be- 
tween silver and gold, strongly em- 
phasising the need for internation- 
al netion. In particular, the silver 
slump has had the effect of cutting 
off the great markcts of the Orient 
to © very large extent from 
Weatern manufacturers, a circum- 
stance which of itsclf should be 
sufficient to warrant serlous efforts 
being made to grapple. with the 
aiturtion.. ‘Unhappily, however, in- 
ternational action of any kind is us- 


Junlly a slow and lengthy process, 


and we fear that immediate relief 
from such a development is unlike- 
ly. ; : : 
When we come to study the situa. 
tion, wo find no support In exist- 


jing ‘conditions for the contention 


which waa being 50 freoly mado‘a 
year ago that Hongkong. would have 
everything to gain by a low-value 
dollar. - The-predicted revival in ex- 
port trode has not materialised, 
which is, after all, scarcely to. bo 
wondered at when we bear in mind 
tho fact that so much of our ex- 
port trndo represents foreign goods 
boing sont into China, so'that the 
oxchange factor is just as‘opera- 
tive as if the goods wore imported

corned. It was argued a year or 
so ago that Shanghal wos capturing 
all the China trade, much of it at 
the expense of Hongkong, and that 


-| only by. wiping out the currency dis- 


parity botween the two ports could’ 
this Colony hope to regain that lost 
trade. Theo fact ia, however, that 
the disappearance of the premium 
has not been reflected in ahy boom 
of the kind predicted. So, from 
whatever standpoint we view the 
matter, Hongkong appears to have 
gnined nothing, but, rather, lost 
much from the slump in the dol- 
lar. Circumstances have proved 
that trade is not helped, but is 
greatly hampered, by a currency 


subject to auch marked vagaries as} 


wo have expericncf:d during the 
year jn this Colony. The Govern- 
ment is at the moment exchanging 
views with the Home authoritics on 
this currency question, but Jn view 
of the nature of the Commission's 
Report, it ie hnrdly to be expected 
that any revolutionary changes 
will result from the deliberations. 

But Jf the dollar situation has 
been so disastrous alike to busi- 
ness and personal interests, we 
ean at any rate sce on all hands 
the outward signs of progress, 
Bullding on a remarkably extensive 
scale is going on almost everywhere, 
so that the whole Colony fs rapidly 
undergoing transformation. We 
have only to take a glance at the 
amazing developments on the malin. 
land, the big changes in the heart 
of the city, and the erection of 
block after block of new property 
on the Praya East rectamation to 
realise how the Colony is expanding 
and becoming .modernised. Much 
of the investment in property may 
be due to the huge sums of fluid 
capital now ‘available as a con- 
sequence of the trade depression, 
but, on the other hand, it also be- 
tokens a confidence fn the future 
of the Colony. That future, we 
confidently feel, is assured, but 
we are equally emphatic jn our view 
that {until our currency problem 
is serfously faced, our progress must 
of necessity be restricted. On the 
other hand, in a bold handling of 
that problem lies the hope of a 
much enrljer and more comprehen- 
sive revival of the trade of the 
Colony than is to be hoped for from 
merely resigning ourselves to what- 
ever fate has in store for us, 


The World in 1930. 


As‘in Hongkong, so throughout 
the world; 1930 will pass to-night 
with few regrets. For the bulk of 
humanity the year cannot but ap- 
pear sombre in retrospect; the 
shadow of trade depreasion and un- 
employment hangs over all. The 
main cause has been a continuous 
fall in commodity prices in conjunc- 
tion with a rapid rise in the value 
of gold and ao consequent restric- 
tion of credit facilities, Unem- 
ployment has risen from normal 
figures of 6 per cent; t6 from 16 to 
‘20 per cent, in Britain, Germany,, 
the United States, Scandinavia and 
elsewhere,. and in some of the great

How man pcople know that ori- 
gin of the university eight week 
terms, or why parents to-day nre 
expected to pay £300 per annum 
for their sons to bo spaamodical- 
ly.educnted during 24 weeks out 
of 627 The explanation is that 
universities aro mediaoval institu- 
tions, which wero most flourishing 
in the 14th century. They. con- 
tinued to flourish for nearly four 
centuries, but all the time on the 
basis that their pupils had to carn 
their living in. between terms. 

The long summer vacation, for 
Instance, covers the busicat part of 
the agricultural year, and to this 
day in Canada the “Jong vacation” 
ig still put to its proper use. 

As late as the days of Sir Wil- 
liam Hartourt’s boyhood, boys 
went to the university at 16 and 
left at 19. The fashion of stay- 
ing at school till 19 and remaining 
at the university. until 21‘or 22 
came in with the golden age of the 
upper-middle classes.

PRESS’ AS WATCHDOG?|

PROCEEDINGS OF LOCAL: 
AUTHORITIES. 


Lord Askwith ‘in the Houss of 
Lords recently, moved the sccond 
reading of tho Local Authoritics 
(Admisston of the Press to Meet- 
ings) Bill, the main purpose of 
which was to bring tho law as to 
the admission of the Press into 
conformity’ with the changes in 
local government effected by tho 
Acts of Inst year, abolishing the 
Boards of Guardians and setting 
up Public Assistance Committees 
under the County Councils. 

The BY) also proposes to abolish 
the existing restriction on the at- 
tendunce, of tho. Press at meetings 
of an Education Committee, and to 
provide that a mecting of a com- 
mittee consisting of tho whole of 
tho members of an authority shall 
be regarded a8 & meoting of the 
authority. 

Ho oxplnincd that the Bill was 
strongly supported by the News- 
paper Socicty, which repreacnts 
nearly 1,000° newspapers, and tho 
Newspaper Praprictors’ Associa- 
tion, while the principles of the 
measure were endorsed by other 
bodies, 

The Act of last year act up Public 
Aasistance Committees in place of 
the old Boards of Guardfans, and 
there was at present no authority 
for the admission of the Press to 
the meetings of these bodies: This 
Bill sought to remedy that position. 

These bodies had to deal with 
enormous sums of moncy, and dis- 
cussed many matters of great public 
{nterest. Jn the old days, when re- 
Hef was being dealt with and where 
discussion had taken place as to 
the private lives of applicanta} the 
Press hod refrained from reporting 
this part of the proccedings, but 
they had reported the matter of 
public interest arising in the dis- 
cussions. 

When the Act of 1929 was befora 
the House of Commona the Minister 
of Health (Mr. N. Chamberlain) 
emphasined the importance of the 
new Public Assistance Committees, 
end in hig (Lord Askwith’s) view 
they were so important that it was 
easentinl that the public should 
know how their money was being 
spent. Almost the only way in 


which they could get this informa-| 


tion to the public, so that they had 
adequate control over ihe erpendi- 
ture, was to carry out the principles 
of this Bill. 


Bill Opposed. 

Lord Strachle (L), moving tho 
rejection of the Bill, anid that he 
did go on behalf of all the organisa- 
tions of Jocal authorities, who wero 
strongly opposed to It. 

It would be undesirable, both 
from the point of view of members 
who had to give their opinions upon 
the applientions and from the point 
of view of the applicants, that relief 
cases which cnmce before the 
Public Assistance Committees 
should be discussed in, public. 
Considerable time would be wasted 
if on every such occasion a resolu- 
tion had to be moved and voted 
upon to exclude the Press, |? 

Another great and serious inno- 
vation was that the Bill would-give 
the Preas the right of admission to 
Asscssment Committees, at which 
delicnte matters were discussed. 
If admission to Assessment Com- 
mittee mectings was conceded, per- 
hapa in the future the House would 
be asked to agree to the Press at- 
tending meetings of the Income Tax 
Commissioners’ when they wero 
hearing appeals. . . 

The Presr had their remedy if 
the powers of exclusion which Jocal 
authoritics now posaessed were mis- 
applied. There seemed’ no good 
reason for the present Bill. against 
which he would go to a division if 
necessary. 


Divided Views. | 

Viscount Bertie of Thame 
thought the taxpayers should be 
grateful to Lord Askwith for hav- 
ing brought this measure forward. 
Many local authorities were real 
“squandermanincs” when they had 
the chance, and the admission of 
tho Presse tended to check this 
tendency.  —* 

Lord Banbury (C) did not think 
the admission of the Press to all 
meetings of Committees would lead 
tocconomy. “So fur as I know,” he 
added, “there are very few newa- 


papers at the present moment with] 


‘one exception perhaps—the one of 
which I am o.shareholder—that 
are great economists.” (Laughter). 

He regretted that at tho present 
moment there was Ilttle backbone 
in the country, ond very fow. repre- 
sentatives of local authorities would 
have the motal courago to‘movo a:

two Chinese, Young Chi-chu and Li’ 


Fung-leung, were charged by 
Detective Sergeant Fitches with 
having obtained $3,500 from a 
widow, Choi Nyan, by.menns of a 
trick, in September, 1928. 

Mr, Hin-:shing Lo appeared for 


a plea of “not guilty.” . 
The story for the’ prosecution 
was that .in September, 14928, the 
complainant's son fell ill and that 
all manner of remedies and the 
medicines tried by his mother fail- 
ed to cure him. On the recom- 
mendation of a friend of hera, who 
sald that the first defendant could 
effect cures by means of prayurs to 
the Gods and charms, the com- 
plainant visited the first defendant 
and told him all/her troubles. When 
she entered the first defendant's 
house: she noticed sign boards in- 
side as well 23 outside advertising 
the fact that the defendant was.n 
healer of sickness by means of 
charms and holy water, and that ‘he 
was also a fortune teller. Quite 
impressed by what she saw the 
woman confided in the first defen- 
dant, who said he would undertake 
to cure her son on the payment of 
an initlal fee of twenty cents for 
prayers.

manded, This went on from day 
to day, the .deferdant offering 
prayera and. collecting’ fees from 
twenty, cents to $2.80.

E.G, Powell at the first: mecting 
of the recontly formed Rotary 
Club of Hongkong, which was hold 
Lane, Crawford's 


In accordance with. the. method 
adopted by such Clubs, the mem- 
bers mot aot tiffin and such meet- 
ings will bo held regularly. in the 
future, Mr. W. W. Hornell 
presided over 9 large gathering, 

Tho joint Hon. Secretary, Mr. 
L. C. F. Bellamy, announced that 
two telegrams of congratulation 
and best wishes had been recely- 
ed from Headquarters, Rotary In- 
ternational, Ohicago, and from 
Malacca, after which the Chair- 
man announced that there were 
threo visitors, Mr. H. Hutchen, 
and Mr. L. L. Lawler, both of Sin- 
gapore, and Mon. Rene Legrand, of 
Charleroy, Belgium, and ‘called 
upon them for 4 short specch. 

Mon. Legrand thanked them for 
the hearty welcome they had cx- 
tended to him and assured them 
of a welcome ff any of them ever 
went to Belgium. 

Mr. Ha chen. after wishing the 
Hongkons Club every success, 
apoke of the manner in which the 
movement had grown in such 
plices as Malaya, Malacca, Ipoh, 
Penany, Java nnd’ Batavin. Roe 
ferring to the Singapore Club, he 
anid they started with 78 charter 
ed members which had increased 
to over 100 in on Httle over xix 
months. with 18 different na- 
tionalities,> He ‘continued that 
prior to the commencement of the 
Hongkong Club, the Singapore 
Club was the second largest Club, 
but as he. understood that Hong: 
kong had over 120 chartered mem. 
bers ther now came spevond, and 
Singapore had to take third place, 
fact that Hongkong should be 
very proud of. Singapore how- 
ever, was not Jealous, but wished 
Hongkong every success in the fu- 
ture.— (Applause), . 


Pay. Mr. Powell'n Address, 


Mr. Powell commenced hia ad. 
dress by conveying to the Hong- 
kong Club greetings of the Rotary 
Club st Bath, Somerset, Englund, 
sayingg that the fellowship of 
that Club was one of the things he 
prized most. 

Dealing with the Rotary move- 
ment he said:—The Rotary move- 
ment was started in Chicago on 
February 28, 1905 by Mr. Paul 
Harris, Mr. Harris suggested tho 
iden to three friends «and ta- 
xether they formed the first Rot- 
ary Club, They held their week- 
ly meetings in rotntion at the 
places of business of the members 
and, consequently upon this rota- 
tion, they adopted the name Rot- 
ary. 

The Rotary Club idea quickly 
spread {n America and by 1910, 
16 Clubs had been organised with, 
approximately, 1,800 mombers, In 
1911 a Club was formed in Dub- 
lin, Ircland, and a Club way ces- 
tablished in Winnipeg, Canada, in 
1921, and a cable application for 
affiliation was received from the 
Rotary Club of London in the same 
year. To meet this extension of 
‘Rotary.to other nations, the Inter- 
national Association of Rotary 
Clubs came into existence and this 
nome was shortened in 1922 to 


it to-day. ‘ . ; ; 

The Rotary movemont has spread’ 
from that small boginning to 70 na- 
tions, Hongkong boing tho 70th, 
and it ts atill spreading, thanks to 
people lika Rotarian W. Davidson.

- Motto of Emblem. 


The motto of Rotary Is “Ho 
profits most who. sorves best,” the 
word “profit” meaning gain In 
character, happiness and sntisfac- 
tlon, which the one who serves cx- 
perionces as ho develops into ao 
more ‘useful momber , of soctoty. 
The motto hag now been abbre- 
vinted to “Service abovo Self.” 

Tho emblem of Rotary {a a 
wheel, with hub, spokes and cogs, 
the hub raprosenting the Club, the 
spokes representing the influcnces 
radiating from the Club, and the 
cogs representing the individual 
mombera’ of tho Club. As the 
wheel {fg the falthfil sorvant of 
industry, so should Rotary be a 
faithful servant of humanity, and 
ns evory cog ia necessary to the 
proper performance of the wheel, 
so [8 ‘thd co-operation of cvery 
member essential for the effective 
working of the-Club. The emblem 
of the cog and wheel Is a symbol 
of the co-operative service which 
{s characteristic of Rotarians. 


Six Ideals. 5 


The Rotary {deala arc six in 
number. The Rotary movement 
atrives to encournge the ideal of 
service as the basis of all worthy 
enterprise, and ‘to foster high 
ethleal standards fn covery buai- 
ness and profession; to apply the 
ideal of service, not only to per- 
sonal work but also to the com- 
munity, te the nation and ta the 
whole world, A Rotary Club is 
composed of selected business and 
professional men, cach of whom 
in his own way, and according to 
his own thoughts, methods and 
conditions, applies in practice the 
Ideal of servicer, in and through 
all his work and ways. In other 
words, Rotary is an attitude of life 
based upon the recognition of our 
mutual inter-dependence and in- 
ter-relationships. We are in this 
world to serve the common good 
and there is.. becoming lesa and 
less room In world life for the per- 
son Who has no concern other than 
for himaclf. Selfishness will kill 
anything from man's sport even to 
man’s soul, and that way of life 
and conduct In business and in all 
world enterprise simply will not 
do, and to our cost we know it, 
Think of 1914 to 1918! , 


Service Above Self. 


The Rotarlan will. seck to put 
service above self in all his under- 
takings in the working world. He 
will aapire to do his buainess what- 
ever It may be, with the idea not 
merely to profit himself but in the 
ultimate degree to serve others. 
How to apply that ideal to. his own 
calling is the privilege and the 
pleasure of individual Rotarlans. 

That is.essentially a personal 
quest, and it is a quest surely 
quite ag thrilling and adventurous 
in itg own way as any quest of 
discovery, 

The individual - Rotarian. whe 
sets to work in that spirit, is help- 
ing to create a new and better 
business world, a business world 
in which no worker or customer 
will be exploited, where no work 
will be degrading, but wherein 
every enterprise will be ennobling 
and every transaction will be up- 
lifting. Normally, people spend 
about two thirds of their waking 
ite in their work and the quality 
of the work done and the trans- 
actions made, re-act upon the 
character of the customer, the. om- 
ployer and the employed. So the 
Rotarian is not only helping to 


‘crente o now world, but also a new 
and better typo of poople. - 

‘Wo havo enid that the Rotarian 
fs solected as a sultablo min to 


ropresont. his craft. In tho Club, 


and it fs hoped that tho Club shall 
thus. have, through its mombers, 
a direct and responsible avenue of 
approach to all those engaged in 
tho various businesses and pro- 
fessions in tho whole community. 


Attendance at Moetings. 


Every Rotarian is expected to be 
falthful and regular in his atten- 
dances at tho. weekly Club meat- 
ings which ‘are usually held at 
lunchcon time. There ia, of 
course, the danger of a Rotary 
Club degenerating into a luncheon 
Club and that danger should be 
most resolutely avoided. Atten- 
dance at the weekly lunchoon ia 
stressed because of the opportunity 
{t gives for muttial acquaintance- 
ship, good fellowshlp and friend- 
ship, and also for tho help and in- 
aspiration it yields to pursue the 
Rotary ideals, The regular meet- 
Ing together of men who are de- 
voted to a common {deal ahould be 
an inspiration to puraue that {deal 
and éonsequently to enthuse the 
Rotarian for his great task. That 
aspect of ‘the weekly meotings 
should always be carefully stress- 
ed and this can be helped by the 
practice of the weckly talk. The 
weekly luncheon is an opportunity 
for fellowship—it strengthens the 


Club as a unit, and tends to make, 


the Club more serviceable — be- 
cause of the team apirit it engren- 
ders. 


Service Required.

BANDIT OUTRAGE. . 


HORRORS OF DERAILMENT IN 
_ SOUTH MANCHURIA, 


Shanghai, Dec, 30. 
Eighty persons were killed and 
40 injured on Saturday in the 
derailment of o train.on a branch 
of the Pcking-Mukden Railway, in 
south-west Manchuria, due to re- 
moval of the fishplates by bandits.
